to an additional member of Congress, 
was not a little startling, and decidedly 
suspicions. The case was not improved 
when it was remembered that the three 
Supervisors of the Census, Pride, Bree- 
den and Hammond, were appointed on 
Senator Butler's recommendation and 
in spite of the earnest protest of the 
Republicans who knew their political 
•filiations. AD increase of more than 
one-third in ten years is something ex- 
traordinary and to be expected only iu 
sections which are receiving a large 
ihare of immigration. This is notori- 
ously not tbe case with South Carolina. 
On the contrary there are very few new 
settler* in its rural districts, and there 
baa been some emigrate* to Texas and 
elsewhere, while tbe usual sijyis of 
growth in population and consequent 
industrial activity are entirely laeking. 
Such accessions as there have been 
have sought the cities and larger towns, 
where the alleged increase ia smallest 
and only about what might have been 
expected. No sneh increase is to be 
explained by natural causes for the gen- 
eral testimony is that with the negroes, 
who form a majority of the population, 
the death-rate exceeds that ot births. 
If the white women of South Carolina 
had suddenly developed such a wonder- 
ful fecundity, it would have attracted 
the attention of others than the enu- 
merators. It is evident that a large 
part of the ioorrase of population is to 
bo fathered upon these appointees of 
Senator Butler's portages, tbe Census 
Supervisors, and that its object is to 
increase Southern representation in 
CongreM. 


The careful examination made by 


our Washington correspondent of the 
official returns from twenty-three of the 
thirty-two counties forces this con- 
clttsion upon as with a cogency that is 
irresistible. These show an increase of 
35 per cent, since 1870, although in the 
preceding decade it has been only a lit- 
tle more than 7 per cent, and from 
1850 to 1860 leas than lj per cent. To 
make this comparison more forcible, 
ten counties are selected, which are 
chiefly made up of agricultural dis 
tricts with a few small village,*), which 
show no sign of vigorous growth. These 
showed a slight advance in population 
from 1850 to 1860, less than 3 per 
cent, an actual loss from 1860 to 1870, 
and now they are credited with the ex- 
traordinary gain of 48.29 per cent. 
They are made up of backward commu- 
nities in which the keenest observer can 
discover no sign of active progress. 
Cottiag down to narrower limits, w'e 
find that Kershaw county, which is a 
quiet agrienltural district, with one 
small village and scarcely any mannfac 
taring industry, and which steadily lost 
in population from 1850 to 1370, 'is 
credited with the amazing growth of 80 
percent, in the last tea years, though 
no evidence of an influx of settlers has 
ever been noticed. A correspondent 
makes tome correction of an inference 
in a late dispatch from Charleston in 
regard to EdgeJeld and Aiken counties, 
which were assumed to consist of the 
same territory as Edgeneld alone in 
1870, bat while his criticism is well 
taken u against this partieular infer- 
ence, it 'only makes this case worse 
against the general enumeration. He 
saji Slat Alien »oanty was not set off 
turn iteisfi alone, bat made up *f 
partaaf Edgrfetd, Banwell and £« 
ington, deriving most of its population 
from Barnwell.

Long before the Indians began to make 
their appearance, orders were aent to 
department commanders to permit the 
return of all Indians willing to surren- 
der unconditionally, and submit them- 
selves and their property to the disposi- 
tion of this government. The Sioux 
and other Indiana coming into Fort 
Keogh came virtually as prisoners of 
war. They will be promptly disarned 
and dismounted, their arms and ponies 
be sold and the proceeds turned into 
provisions 'for their temporary subsist- 
ence. Eventually they will be tawed 


placed on a reservation and kept there 
by such means of iestraint as may be 
found necessary. 
The War' Depart- 


ment does not understand that eighteen 
hundred or more Indians who have sur- 
rendered or are on their way to surren- 
der at Fort Keogh have any other than 
merely nominal connection with Sitting 
Bull. They went north at the same time 
he did, but have never been to any ex- 
tent under his personal control, and the 
movements and intentions of that chief 
are regarded by the department with in- 
difference. 
If he chooses to come in 


and surrender, well and good , if not he 
must stay on the Canadian side of the 
line. The general of the army does not 
think Sitting Bull exercises, or has ex- 
ercised, any important influence over 
the Indians coming back. No danger 
whatever is anticipated from their ap- 
pearance in such large numbers at the 
agency. The troops in the vicinity are 
fully able to cheofc any hostile move- 
ment which might take place, and the 
disorderly conduct reported is regarded 
by the War Department as the natural 
lawlessness and turbulence of savages 
coming in in such large numbers, but 
without hostile intentions.
